Mr. and Mrs. Johnston’s only 
other child, Pauline, aged four, nar- 
en escaped a similar fate, being 
barely conscious when discovered 
lying beside her three brothers in 
the cupboard. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. 

Before leaving the house to go 
shopping a short time beforehand, 
Mrs. Johnston had placed a fire- 
guard in front -of the living-room 
fire. When she returned at 12.20 
p.m. the room was partially in 
flames, with dense smoke pouring 
from the front window. Frantically 
she broke the centre pane of glass, 
opened the lower part of the 
window, and climbed into the room. 
At first she was driven back by the 
intense heat, but eventually suc- 
ceeded in crossing the room and 
opening the back door to let in a 
neighbour, Coy.-Sgt. John Kelly. It 
was he who found Denis in the cot 
and brought him to the back -yard. 
When he ran back to the room Mrs. 
Johnston had just opened the door 
of the turf press and discovered the 
bodies of her other children. 
Apparently they had clambered into 
it to escape the flames, only to be 
overcome by dense fumes. 

The fire, which apparently started 
at a couch in the centre of the floor, 
was extinguished after a short time 
by two sections of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade. 

Mr. Johnston, who is a carpenter 
employed by Messrs. G. and T. 
Crampton, Ltd. building con- 
tractors, and who was not at home 
when .the accident occurred, said 
that the children had been suffering 
from measles and were not allowed 
out of doors. a“
